FUA Leaders Hear Agricultural Forecast 


About 30 district officials of the 

Course held at Vulcan Jan 10, 
when the main speaker was Wil¬ 
liam Maekenzio, Co-writer of the 
agricultural report prepared for 
the Gordon Commission on econo¬ 
mic prospects in Canada. 

By 1990, said the speaker, th" 
farm industry will have to feed 
a population that is expected to 
increase 70 percent by that time. 
There will be a six million acre 
expansion in farmland area in 
Western Canada and a four and a 
half million acre decrease in 
eastern Canada, causing Western 
Canadian farming io become a 
highly specialized industry, he said. 


Grealei efficiency and more and 
machines will allow this 
big industry to be operated by only 
seven percent of Canada’s labor 
force, ns compared to the present 
16 percent engaged in farming. 
Mr. Mackenzie, an associate pro¬ 
fessor of economics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, forsees an increase 
in production of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts, particularly in meat, poul¬ 
try and eggs. He predicted that 
more farmers will get into hog 
production and slay there, finding 
it more profitable than selling 
straight grain. 

The increase required in beef 
might prove a strain, he said, the 


stale of pasture land not being 
too good. A hotter and more pro¬ 
ductive type of grass might allow 
more animals per unit of land. 

Greatest increase in the market 
for agricultural products is going 
to be at home, Mr. Mackenzie 
stated. Agricultural exports have 
not shown any increase for several* 
years. 

The afternoon session of the 
leadership course was in the form 
of "buzz groups” under the super¬ 
vision of William Moisey, exten¬ 
sion director of the F.U.A. Mel 
McQuorkel, assistant to the F.U.A. 
president, also addressed the meet¬ 
ing.
